A special irony exists in the com- 
munity activism of Cornell McCleary and 
the plight of his son, Cornell Stewart, who 
was arrested, along with Eric Williams 
after a March 9 shootirtg at Gahanria 
Lincoln High School 

Back in 1987 when he was first vice 
president of the NAACP, McCleary 
fought a law that would bar students who 
bring firearms to school and who assault 
teachers from attending any school dis- 
trict in the State of Ohio. McCleary said 
he fought the law on grounds that it would 
be discriminatory and that black students 
would bear its brunt. 

McCleary now believes his son will be 
the first to test the administration of that 
law, If itis applied to Stewart, his son, the 
Gahanna school superintendent. ap- 
parently has to recommend to the state 
superintendent that Stewart not be ad- 
mitted to any other school district in the 
state of Ohio. ‘ 

Now: that he is under house arrest, 
howeyer, Stewart faces a personal "boot 
camp" to be administered by his father 
At least, that was McCleary’s first reac- 
tion to our inquiry about the aftermath 
before Stewart was placed’under house 
arrest , 

House arrest is a-detention-technique 
in which an offender is released often to 
their individual residence but placed 
Strict supervision with all movements and 
activities being closely monitored. 

McCleary is convinced that the one 
thing on his son's mind is how the shoot 
ing incident will affect the relationship 
between the father and the son 

The "boot camp", McCleary hopes, 
will help the son gain the fortitude to 
endure pressure, the pressure involved 
in attending high school--any high 
school; the pressure of being raised by 
his Mom who has a different orientation 
to discipline than does McCleary. 

When asked what special circurnstan- 
ces in the home life of his son could have 
led to the shooting incident, McCleary 
indicated that he and Stewart's mother 
have different parenting styles--his a 
very assertive approach, and hers a 
much more passive approach 

Stewart's step-father, McCleary says, 
is not inyolved that much in disciplining 
Stewart. McCleary and Stewart's mother, 
Charlene Foster, never married 

In addition to being raised as a child 
of a not so amicable relationship- be- 
tween mother and father, Stewart got to 
see’his father sometimes-once in three 
months and sometimes once a week, 
according to the father himself 
" "| say to my son, '| am neglecting you 
now. so that you can have a future,” 
McCleary said. "My mission [as a com- 
munity’ activist] is a dynamic mission. | 
love soloing.” 

By "soloing"--going it alone--is meant 
the ability to be as flexible as is neces-

Fhe public school district's exclusion law hasn't been activated yet, bul 

with recent schoo! shootings, a stabbing and numerous cases of students 

| carrying weapons into schools, the law may be in effect soon, school 
* administrators warned. 

For the fast two years, police and school teachers have talked and 
battled with students that fear they may be inadequately prepared for street 
fights or are in fearof gangs. They have continued to armed themselves 

hile in school. 

School administrators are now arming themselves for students that 

“slash weapons in lockers and schoolbags. The exclusion law is their next 
line of defense for delinquent students. The law has been effective since 
July 31, 1992 
“This deals with individuals who commit acts of violence or bring 
| weapons onto school property," said Dan Gulf, Deputy Superintendent of 
§ Public Instruction, "It allows the school board to exclude permanently." 
4 Students 16-years-old and younger that are convicted of trimes on 
school property or at school activities can be affected by the law. Offenses 
involving murder, drugs and assaults are also in the boundaries of the

The Gahanna- Lincoln and 
Eastmoor incidants have con- 
cerned parents and community 
members questioning the safety of 
the public school system 

“It causes great concern 
anytime an incident like this hap- 
pens in our schools," said Dr. Larry 
Mixon, superintendent of Colum- 
bus Public Schools in a statement 
he released. "However, this is more 
the exception rather than the rule 
We have not had an occurrence like 
this in our system for at least seven 
years, It is not the norm. We are 
making progress in the number of 
weapons found in our schools. 

“Last year, during the first 
semester we found 85 weapons. 
This year, during the Same period, 
we had 46. We certainly don't want 
to find any Weapons In our schools, 
but students ar® learning that if they 
are Caught with weapons, they will 
have to face tough consequences.”

Board Association Legal 
Services Director, Rick Dickinson, "It's really for serious offenses and it 
will get (réubled) students out of school." 

Although no exclusions has occurred at this time, the stabbing involving 
Eastmoor student Tomika Battle, 16, the shooting Incident involving two 
Students (both 16) at Gahanna-Jefferson High School and a student 
caught with a weapon in Reynoldsburg High School may ignite the spark

The Columbus Public Schools have 16 options which to discipline 
children that are guilty of serious crimes, Columbus Public Schoo! Records 
show that 58 students have been expelled Since September of 1992. 

According to Columbus Public School’s Communication Specialist Gale 
Conner, the number of weapons in school has decreased. Last year thére 
were 145 students caught with weapons, This year only 84, not including 
the recent incident at Eastmoor High School, 

The |-PASS Genter is the main contributor to the decrease, Conner 
said. The Individualized Plan for Attainment Success in School Center is 
geared toward students with behavioral problems, Last year 235 students 
received counseling and other services and 75 percent passed the pro-

Moss also complained about the 
investigation by the EEO officer 
Appel.

"When (the gunfire) first hap- 
pened, there was the initial shook 
that it couldn't happen here," said 
Wil Christoff, a 15-year-old white 
sophomore. "There are people 
that are racist here but there's not 
an overwhelming amount 

Said Cathy Howard, a 16-year- 
old Black junior, “It scared me at 
first, | didn’t think it would ever hap- 
pen here because it's a suburban 
school 


While Howard agrees that 
Gahanna-Lincoln harbors its share 
of prejudice, she said, "| think what 
they did was stupid. They could 
have done something else besides 
bring guns to schoo! if they didn't 
want to Stay here 


against Moss, and Chief Jackson 
agreed 

Jackson spokesperson Carrie 
Bartunek said that it is not uncom- 
mon for officers to be disciplined 
for lying. "We've had plenty of 
those,” Bartunek said, "That's not 
an unusual discipline charge." 

However, Moss disputed that, 
arguing that he had rarely seen 
discipline for lying -- and that, whén 
his attorney had atiempted to cite 
several instances of white officers 
who were not disciplined for lying. 
the chief refused to ‘allow those 
instances into evidence 

Moss believes that the dis- 
cipline does not have anything to 
do with his treatment of Cray. "The 
whole thing is me," Moss. said, 
recalling that he had been active in 
challenging the police

Questions, however, have surfaced that the exclusion law may moot 
the mandatory education law, which states that every student, aged 16 
and ydunger, is entitled to receive an education, 

There is an appeal process for students who wish to return to school, 
said Gulf. The appeal can be filed at to the schoo! board, who will then 
review the appeal and the board will offer recommendations to the 


superintendent. 


School administrators said the exclusion law should not be mis- 
construed with the expulsion of offending students. The exclusion law 
States thal a student can be ostracized for up to 80 days or for the 
remaining semester of the school year.

Brown and Knight met up once 
again when they were both doing 
work for a Chicago charity founda- 
tion. With Brown speaking and 
Knight _pérforming, neither had

Is Wright battle part of 


a new coalition politics?

Or, Charles Ross is a longtime 
slack activist, who earned his spurs 
n the early Black Power movement 
n Gary, Indiana and was part of the « 
irst National Black Political Con- 
fention. in that city in the early 
970s. As such, he has seen the 
svolution of Black politics, from its 
sarly radical days as a counter- 
veight to the established political 
system to a time of increasing 
sophistication and inclusion of 
slack politicians 

But to Ross, the shift in political 
ides and strategies has not been 
vithout some controversy, and 
sense of loss. As Black politicians 
lave. become more successful in 
unctioning within the system, Ross 
elieves, the aggressive, “in-your- 
ace” activism of the 1960s and 
1970s has been replaced with politi- 
‘al compromise. and. the tanguage 
of. accommodation. At the same 
ime, there appears to be the resur- 
jence of overt racism unseen in 
nany years 

ltis for this reason that Dr. Ross 
sees, in the movement to: unseat 
Dhio Supreme Court Justice Craig 
Nright, a faint glimmer of return to 
he grass-roots activism and 
strategies of the 1960s. The group 
Ss opposing Wright because of racial 
comments he admittedly made in 
1984 and 1985, which were taped 
dy a former-court administration 

The sign of a return to activism is 
still just a faint glimmer to Ross. "I 
Jon't want to read too much into it," 
3oss said-of the statewide coalition 
which is planning to draw 3000 to 
Solumbus on April 3 for a rally 
drotesting Wright's comments and 
calling for his resignation, 

At the same time. Ross is 
leased by the growing Coalition 
which is coming together to protest 
against Wright. The comments 
vave galvanized support. from a 
lumber of different groups, includ- 
ng the Black Elected Democrats of 
Dhio, the state NAACP, the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference and the Urban Leaque

this may be the tip of the iceberg,” 
Ross said of the possible reason for 
the support. "These people are 
ready to-do something, to recreate 
some kind of movement to tackle 
the issues.” 

Such activism has been reduced 
significantly as a political toal in the 
age of powerful and influential Black 
politicians. But.Ross believes that 
the growing influence of the 
politicians has cost the community. 

“We have relied heavily on our 
elected officials, but we need more 
than that," Ross said 

Rev. Raleigh Trammell, head of 
the SCLC in Dayton and chief or- 
ganizer of the march, agrees. 

"There is-a need to re-address 
the strategies that brought to the 
forefront the atrocities committed 
against Blacks," Trammell said 
"We have-to-address-the otd 
methods, but on a new level, to 
regain the advancés that were 
made in the 1960s and 1970s." 
While the politicians are important 
to political advancement, Trammell 
believes that "the politicians are no 
longer reinvesting in the community, 
except at the time of voting," and 
there is a need to revive the kind of 
grass-roots movement that helped 
shape the political upheavals of a 
generation ago 

Trammell believes that the times 
demand it.

“| would hope to see the situation 
such as Wright, and Marge Schott, 
and even Oliver North, as raising 
the consciousness of the grass 
roots, and raise the consciousness 


of the middie class Black as well, 


that racism is alive in our com- 
munity, and there are people that 
have no sensitivity for African- 
Americansand minorities," Tram- 
mell said, In addition to the Wright 
case, Cincinnati Reds owner Marge 
Schott was roundly attacked, and 
disciplined by baseball, for using 
racial slurs against Blacks, Jews, 
and Japanese, and Lt. Col. Oliver 
North, at a Republican roast in Vir- 
ginia, was part of aprogramin which 
slurs against Blacks and 
homosexuals were used 

Trammell said that the date of the 
Wright protest -- April 3rd — was 
chosen deliberately. That is the day 
before the 25th anniversary of the 
assassination of Dr. Martin Luther 
King. The SCLC, the organization 
which King founded, has also been 
in the forefront of publicly challeng- 
ing Marge Schott for her facial slurs 

Ross. noted that coalition of 
groups is organizing to bring college 
students to Columbus from cam- 
puses across the state, and the min- 
isters in SCLC and other groups are 
also expected to provide support for 
the rally, 

They are motivated and angered 
by-one little word 

“That term ‘nigger’ has incensed 


people,” Ross noted. Wright had _ 


used the phrase "a nigger named 
Mo" in talking to the white Supreme 
Court administrator, Louis Damiani 
The use of that term by such a 
high-ranking” public official 
"reminded (us) of.all that stuff in the 
1950s," Ross said 

It is unclear how long the grass- 
roots movement will last, or hdw 
significant it will become, But it is 
clear that a changing political and 
social environment -- in which 
racism is becoming ever more overt 
and political measures and 
strategies seem incapable of stop- 
ping it -- are-bringing to the forefront 
leaders whose sensibilities are 
linked to the direct action of the 
1960s and not the political solutions 
of the 1990s.

Wright and wrong 


troversy surrounding the comments of Ohio 

Supreme Court Justice Craig Wright will not go 
away. And, it is becoming increasing clear that the 
court's credibility in the minds of the public, especially 
within the Black community, is going to be judged.on 
the specific steps the court takes to address what has 
become a festering sore within the state’s judiciary. 

At least one group has charged that the Supreme 
Court has failed to shape the issue for an appropriate 
resolution. The Columbus Chapter of the National 
Conference of Black Lawyers has said that the scope 
of the referral of charges to the court's Disciplinary 
Counsel took too narrow a view of Justice Wright's 
behavior, and created the possibility that the ultimate 
disciplinary decision would be “decided upon proce- 
dural or technical grounds." 

It iS critical for the court to move swiftly to address 
the fundamental issues of integrity and commitment to 
a broad sense of fairness that Wright's comments have 
raised, The issue, in our minds, is broader than that of 
whether Craig Wright should remain on the bench; it is 
whether the court itself can act responsibly to create in 
the minds of the public the sense that justice can be 


. 


I is becoming increasingly clear that the con- 


rendered fairly and in an unbiased way to one of the 
most powerful members of the state's judiciary. 

To its credit, the Court has-created a. panel of appel- 
late judgé to review Justice Wright's behavior, This will 
eliminate the problems that might be caused by having 
thé: Supreme Court disciplining one of its own-mem- 
bers. This is certainly a good first step. 

Chief Justice Moyer has also said that he is planning 
to provide training to all staff members on issues of 
cultural diversity and sensitivity. It may also be neces- 
sary for the court to evaluate all its current employees 
to ensure that they are not practicing racial discrimina- 
tion ir their treatment of employees. And the court 
should redouble its efforts to identify and hire minority 
employees in all areas of the court's operations. 

The tenure of Graig Wright on the Supreme Court is 
only part of a larger question of how the state’s highest 
court appears to confront a problem that is endemic in 
our sociely -- the problem of race. The Supreme Court 
has a tremendous opportunity te create something 
positive out of what has been a tragic situation, We. 
hope that it will demonstrate to all the citizens of the 
state that it values its own reputation for honesty, 
fairness and evenhandedness even greater than it 
values collegiality to a fellow court member. 


Jobs, not welfare

There is acommon thread in the letters, he said: the 
people who submit those letters are looking for job 
opportunities. They see.the importance of education 
and training programs in helping them improve their 
lives, but education and training are meaningless un- 
less they lead to the acquisition of a job with a salary 
sufficient to take them off welfare. 

it is for that reason that, as part of his own com 
prehensive plan for welfare reform, Miller is urging the 
State of Ohio to require companies receiving the finan 
cial and tax benefits of the state to hire some welfare 
recipients for any new jobs created. |tis an idea whict 
makes tremendous sense. 

No one -- not even Miller -- is saying that such a 
requirement alone will reduce the state's welfare rolls 
significantly. With more than 200,000 parents involved 
in the state's Aid to Dependent Children program, it 
would take a new hiring effort of massive proportions 
to make a large dent in.the rolls. At the same time, 
everyone involved in the system recognizes that many 
of those on welfare face a tremendous need for training 
and job-readiness preparation to make them valuable 
to anemployer, and additional low-cost day care to give 
them the freedom to work 

At the game time, Miller's idea would place Ohio in 
the vanguard of those states atternpting to address the 
human and financial devastation that our welfare 
policies can often cause. It would enshrine into law a 
truly conservative principle -- the value of hard work 
and self-reliance -- by. saying thal the state will, in 


effect, reward those attributes as demonstrated by 
those on welfare with a chance for meaningful employ- 
ment : 
Opponents of the concept, including the Ohio 
Department of Development, are saying that it would 
harm the business climate in Ohio, and make it less 
competitive with other states. That mantra is offen 
used in government to oppose measures, whether they 
are tax increases or- proposals such as Miller's, which 
impose obligations on companies to do what is socially 
right. 
But Miller rightly points out that he is only asking 
companies to implement this plan on new employees 
those new employees which the companies them- 
selves argue are being added to their payrolls directly 
because of the state’s assistance, To us, that seems 
to be a fair exchange -- the companies get loans, grants 
and tax abatements paid for by the state's taxpayers; 
the state gets to see those companies meet a pressing 
state problem by helping to employ the unemployed. 
It is hypocritical for corporations and others con- 
cerned about rising welfare expenditures, andthe need 
for those on welfare vork, to oppose a measure that 
seeks to give those recipients the opportunity to work, 
Miller's concept will force those receiving tremendous 
benefits from state government to hélp those most 


vulnerable citizens in our society. 


The taken out of the Miller's welfare 
reforr e which passed the House Human 
Resources Committee, House Bill 100. It was deleted 


because the intense opposition it faced would have 
scuttled the other beneficial measures within the bill. 
But Miller has promised to revive the concept in a 
Separate piece of legislation, and we are hopeful that

Rage in Gahanna 


hen two young Black menfired shots into the 

floor and ceiling at Gahanna Lincoln High 

School, the incident seemed to conjure up 
the same images that have bedeviled -- and demonized 
-- young Black men: violence, guns, racial hostility 
~ But the reality is far deeper. These two Black stu 
dents; Cornell Stewart and Eric Williams, were :not 
tough, violent street kids; the shooting was as much a 
cry for help as an act of anger. The students, bright and 
generally well-mannered, were simply overwhelmed 
with rage at the.racism they experienced atthe high 
school; felt tapped in what they perceived as a hostile 
environment, and-took the only way out they knew -- an 
act which they knew would result in expulsion from the 
school < 

It is sad that such an act of violence is, in the mind 
of these two young men,-the only strategy they felt 
comfortable using to address a festering problem. At 
the same time, it is tragic that the facism that so often 
touches the lives of Black: people -- that is so pervasive 
that It sometimes seems to be a palpable presence -- 
canbe so widespread that it touches, and wounds, the 
lives of these two youth 
Stewart had already once been suspended for three 

days, for fighting a yauth who had allegedly called him 
a "nigger". And the youths involved -- and other Black 
youth at the school -- complained about differences in 
treatment between the Black and white students by 
teachers and the school administration 


Racism i9 an insidious, corrosive force, destroying 

al ds of friendship and fellowship that should 
exist between young people and putting in their place 
feelings of suspicion, isolation and anger. |t creates 
bitterness. afd hostility in. the hearts of those young 
people who are toughed by it. And sometimes, as is 
sadly the case in Gahanna, it explodes into viglent rage, 

The Gahanna schools have, in the past, begun to 
address the issue, creating last year a projett called 
Respecting Cultural Diversity’. A committee at the 
high school js also Studying the issue, and will report 
back to the ool board at the next meeting 

But mere talk is not enough. The Gahanna schools 
should embark on stepped-up efforts to meet the needs 
of Black and white students, faculty and staff alike in 
addressing the issue of racism. The school system 
should work more diligently to hire Black faculty -- on 
three oul of 105 teachers at Gahanna Lincoln Hig) 


School are currently Black, And the school should send. 


a message to students and faculty alike that racism is 
unacceptable behavior 

The fessons that Gahanna is learning are not for 
Gahanna alone. Several of the area's suburbs are now 
dealing vath increases in their Black populations. While 
the concern of youth in those areas may not have been 
punctuated by a similar act of rage, that does nol mean 
that the concerns-are any less real. The rage at Gahan- 
Na is not limited to Gahanna. And that reality is a lesson 

and warning -- to all-of us. 


Probably better than anyone in 
the legislature, Senator William F. 
Bowen understands the tension 
between high idealism and crass 
self-interest that seems to sur- 
round the discussion of placing wel- 
fare recipients into paying jobs. It 
is for that reason that, while he sup- 
ports the measure sponsored by 
State Rep. Ray Miller which will re- 
quire that companies receiving development loans 
and grants be required to give 5.percent of all new jobs 
created to welfare recipients, he also understands the 
problems the bill is facing. 

The bill, House Bill 100, was heard recently in the 
House Human Resources Committee. It was op- 
posed by several business groups, as well as one of 
the state's highest-ranking development officials. 
Oney Temple, who runs the state's economic develop- 
ment programs in the Ohio Department of Develop- 
ment, said that the bill's provisions would placé Ohio 
ata "competitive disadvantage" in relation-to-other 
States seeking to bring in. major corporations. Be- 
cause of the opposition, that provision was taken out 
of the bill before it passed the House Human Resour- 
ces Committee. 

Bowen is familiar with the logic, and all the argu- 
ments, And he cansee what seems to be the smallest 
strand of hypocrisy in some of the conservative sup- 
porters of welfare reform. 

lt was 1981, and the Ohio Senate Republicans -- 
led by its most conservative members, then called the 
“caveman caucus" -- were pushing hard for the state's 
first “workfare" mandate for recipients of Aid to De- 
pendent Children. Ina tight, recession-era budget, the 
Senate Republicans were pushing for several million 
dollars of additional state _ spending to hire new 
workers to monitor those who would be working in their 
new workfare jobs. 

Human services groups were generally opposed to 
the stringent new provision -- a major part of what was 
called the “Reagan Revolution" -- which they viewed 
as too punitive. But the advocates, led in the Senate 
by Bowen, said ‘that, if the new hiring went forward, 
welfare recipients should be given the opportunity to 
receive those jobs. 

That provision did not pass. Among those opposing 
it were state employee unions, who were concerned 
that the new jobs would go to people who were not 
union members 4

Everybody wants welfare reform. Everybody 
believes that welfare recipients should be put to work. 
Nobody believes that those on welfare should content 
themselves with something for nothing. 

But when itis time to make those sentiments opera- 

tional, the cold, hard facts of politics -- which has been 
called the art of deciding “who gets what, when, where 
and how” -- seem to intrude. . 
Miller himself has noticed that the very people who 
should be supporting his efforts -- those fiscal conser- 
vatives and business types who often complain about 
the spiraling costs of welfare-programs -- are not, in 
many cases, willing to back the program. 

“The rhetoric certainly doesn't match the reality," 
Miller said. "People mouth all the right words about 
welfare reform, but when it gets down to helping a 
person on welfare get a job, they run from it.” 

The problem isn't the concept, but whose ox may 
be gored by putting it into place. "The whole issue of 
assisting public assistance recipients in gaining 
employment is fought by all the institutions," Miller 
noted. Business groups oppose the mandatory na- 
ture of the requirements; unions argue that they may 
lose some control over the hiring of new members. 
"Then | say, let state government hire them," Miller 
said, But then there is another problem: "the public 
employee unions say, ‘no, no, no, we can't have that’." 

One thing is certain; the only way that. welfare 
recipients can be taken off the dole is by their acquisi- 
tion of jobs. Miller notes that training and education, 
while appropriate and necessary in their place, are not 
in themselves enough: there is a need for those on 
welfare to gain jobs paying a living wage and providing 
the type of health care benefits that. are essential in 
our society. 

Of course, that type of approach, if taken aggres- 
sively, would require those groups mentioned before 
to each give up something to allow welfare recipients 
to gain a chance. The question is whether those who 
spout welfare reform are honestly willing to put their 
money where their mouths are. 


The struggle for health-care justice

The Civil Rights Movement in 
the United States must by neces- 
sity focus on a wide array of justice 
issues, in particular the impact of 
racial discrimination of the African 
American community, There is a 
growing national debate on the in- 
equality of access to the delivery or 
primary health care based on race 
and socioeconomic status. 

It is a good and welcomed sign 
for President Clinton to make a national priority of 
reforming the. nation's health-care system. First Lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton has performed already an im- 
portant role as the President's "point person" on nation- 
al health care. Our concern, however, is the need for 
African American leadership to enjoin this national 
debate as a top priority matter given the rapidly 
deteriorating public health conditions in many African 
American communities 

For the record we applaud the consistent efforts of 
the National Medical Association and the host of 
African American and other physicians who serve 
people of color communities throughout the nation. 
African American doctors have always been at the 
forefront of civil rights challenges to the racial inequities 
in the national health care system. The problem is 
today that the national debate appears to be shifting 
away from confronting the reality of racial discrimina- 
tion throughout the health care system to advancing 
the interests of those who are already economically 
and politically powerful. 

Somebody needs to:'demand that the improvement 
of the quality of public health access and delivery in the 
African American community will not get “triage"’as the 
national debate on health care unfolds. 

Reportedly, the President's’ Task Force on National 
Health Care Reform headed by Mrs. Clinton will have 
recommendations ready for the President to’send to 
Congress by May 1, 1993. We understand that there 
are more than 300_persons who are working in some 
type of staff capacity for the task force. The Congres- 
sional Black Caucus, National Medical Association, 
NAACP, SCLC, Urban League, and other national civil 
tights organizations should formulate jointly a set of 
specitic proposals to be incorporated in the com- 
prehensive plan now being developed by the. Task 
Force on National Health Care Reform. 

In other words, we cannot afford to let this important 
opportunity pass for input tobe made into the proposals

and public policy alternatives as they are developed by 
the Clinton administration regarding health care 
reform.. Our check with some African American doctors 
who practiced medicine at the community. level 
revealed a deep anxiety about the future viability of 
African American physicians. To the contrary, today 
many independent Afriéar™American physicians in the 
rural South or in the urban centers are barely making 
ends meet. 

In fact, the tendency for African American doctors to 
consider going into private practice to offer direct medi- 
cal care to the African American community is on a 
serious decline because of the high costs of malprac- 
tice insurance and the overall economic insecurity of 
starting private medical practices. Couple this with 
banks and other lending institutions that routinely dis- 
criminate against lending to help minority doctors get 
started at the community level at a time of increasing 
need for medical care in minority communities, it all 
creates an impending crisis situation. 

It should be emphasized that health care cannot be 
seen_as an isolated issue or as a single issue cam- 
paign.. Injustice and racial discrimination in this society 
is systemic in character and structure. Solutions, 
therefore, must also be systemic, Institutionalized 
racism must be purged from all societal institutions and- 
system. The national health care system should not 
be considered exempt from bein~ challenged. 

if there is one child in this nation that is denied 
access to health care because of race or 
socioeconomic class, then that is oné too many, if 
there is one African American doctor or another health- 
care professional that is experiencing racial discrimina- 
tion from the health care system, then that is one too 
many. 

We demand health-care justice for all people in all 
communities, and we make this demand at all levels of 
the nations health-care system.

Civil Rights’ essayist 
envisions bright future

Freedom of speech, religion, peaceable assembly and the press are guarantees of 
the Constitution's Bill of Rights. An excellent combination=. of these rights was 
demonstrated at the Ohio Civil Rights Commission's "Thurgood Marshall: | did the best 
with what | had" Essay Contest awards ceremony and public reception March 10 at 
the Hyatt on Capitol Square 

First place winner Ajavon Kalay knows the importance of making the most of life 
and its circumstances. He has a 4.0 grade point average and has been recognized as 
a “gifted” child by the Columbus Board of Education & 

In his winning essay, Ajavon revealed his keys to a prosperous |life--"faith, hope, 
love, his teachers, his learning ability and books." The third-grader plans to be a 
preacher when he gets older. According to Ajavon, in December (1992) his “Calling (to 
become a minister) was made sure" when he "Saw an angel in a dream." 

Ajavon, who is legally blind, acknowledges that God gives him the ability, to do all 
things. His mother, Pamela Kalay, who provides encouragement and support for 
Ajavon's academic and career pursuits, agrees that her son's sense of understanding 
and spiritual perception are "deep for a child his age." 

Pamela Kalay, an evangelist at Holy Miracle Church of God, 1231 E. Mound St., 
shares with family and friends, "If we let him, God guides us through ail of life's 
situations and gives ‘insight on how to excel.” 

Pamela says it has been “rough the last few years.” The family has "faced many 
hardships and tragedies" and, as a result, has learned to "lean on God to survive." 

Evangelistic and personal experiences have led Pamelato establish a Christian 
Substance Abuse Center. Located at 85 Franklin Park West, the center will administer 
to and provide spiritual help for drug users. Ajavon candidly admits that if he could do 
anything at all for his mother, he "would give her money for her mansion at '85’." 
Ajavon strives to communicate to others that, "You can be anything you want to be 
when you put your mind to it." He adds that "(You should) practice and do your best 
because you might make it." :

Dancer brings art form 
to religious community

(whose stage name is “Diva') and member of New Salem Baptist Church, is out to

Brandon began dancing when she was a student at Franklin Alternative High 
S€hool.

Dance remained a big part of Brandon's life while she was a high school student 
at Columbus Alternative High School (CAHS), where she became student co-director 
of the CAHS Dance Company by-her senior year. While in high schoo], Brandon also 
formed her own dance troupe that was featured in the 1986 summer arts festival at 
the Davis Discovery Center 

The discipline Brandon learned by studying with such acclaimed dancers as the 
late Dino Anderson led her to the NAACP Act-So contest in Washington, D.C; where 
she placed 15th out of 67 competitors 

After competing in various dance competitions in high school. Brandon was 
accepted in to the dante program at The Ohio State University. As an undergrad at 
OSU, Brandon formed another dance troupe, The Culturally Aware African-American 
Dance Association 

The purpose of the troupe, which performed at campus and church functions was 
to raise awareness to African dance forms. "Slaves expressed themselves through 
song and dance," said Brandon. "All dance forms closely relate to African culture 
Brandon danced in the secular world for a number of years, white studying the 
Bible and visiting churches. Upon joining New Salem, Brandon dedicated her life to 
God and was afraid she could not continue to dance because of her renewed religious 
beliefs."| was baptized when |-was.12 but | wasn't mature and | really didnt

The dilemma Brandon experienced was solved when she discovered Jiturgical 
dance, an art form that combines the conviction of religion and the movernent of 
dance.

Filing status may affect 
tax liability for couples 


If you're married, how you file your tax 
return can affect how much you pay in 


taxes. Married couples have the option 
of filing a joint return or filing separately. 
The Ohio Society of CPAs (OSCPAs) 
advises you and your spouse to com- 
pute your taxes under both methods to 
determine which one lowers your com- 
bined tax liability. 

MARRIED, FILING JOINTLY 

The lowest tax rates are available to 
married individuals who elect to file joint 
returns. This generally translates into a 
lower tax bill, particularly for couples 
where only one spouse works or where 
one spouse earns substantially less 
than the other. 

Consider this example. Bob Smith 
earned $65,000 last year and his wife 
Mary earned 30,000. Each of them con- 
tributed $2,000 to an Individual Retire- 
ment Account (IRA). Since neither of 
them participates in an employer-spon- 


sored retirement plan, their IRA ontribu- 
tions reduce their taxable adjusted gross 
incomes (AGI) 1o $63, 000 and $28,000 
respectively.

Back in 1986 when David Wil- 
liams, a former resident of Brook- 
lyn, New York, began looking 
around for places to provide a 
change of scenery in his life, 
Columbus, Ohio was not high on his 
list. He had been to “Columbus 
before and thought slower paced 
town life might not be suitable for a 
former merchant seaman “straight 
out of Brooklyn." 

A visit with his wife, however, 
convinced Williams that Columbus 
was not too bad a place to settle in 
and raise a family, Williams saw the 
potential Columbus offered and 
began to move with his dream of 
opening a restaurant. 

By the time Williams met Tim 
Anderson, a small business lender 
with Bank One and volunteer for 
Project BOSS, he had already 
begun to study the market where he 
would open his restaurant--in the 
South Linden area, Williams and. 
Anderson hit it off right away be-

cause Williams had the kind of en- 
thusiasm that would make a volun- 
teer consultant's life so much 
easier. 

Project BOSS helps individuals 
wanting to go into business to do 
some of the research that is neces- 
sary for the success of most small 
business enterprise in the Colum- 
bus marketplace. Anderson got Wil- 
liams enrolled in courses that 
helped him determine if his 
marketplace was underserved with 
the kind of business Williams 
wanted to open. 

Other resources Williams used 
to help him-get started were the 
Columbus Chamber of 
Commerce's Minority Business 
Development Center, which helped 
him with business plans, and some 
plain old "motherwit.” "At what price 
can | offer good food to my market," 
Williams asked? “What are the 
spending trends of the people that 
live in the area?" “Will passing out 
3,500 flyers do the trick of getting 
the name out in front of area resi- 
dents as well as others?" , 

Because he had completed 
much of the introductory legwork to 
get his business up and running, 
Williams, on Anderson's recom- 
mendation, took the short course at 
Project BOSS. 


After locating his business in the 
South Linden area, Williams soon 
became aware that there was grant 
money available through a busi- 
ness development. and retention 
program at Downtown Columbus, 
Inc. Getting that money was a bit 
more difficult than Williams thought 
it would be. He persevered through 
the barrage of personal questions 
and documents he says he was 
requested to complete until he was 
finally able to obtain a grant for the 
renovation of the facade of his 1996 
Cleveland Ave. restaurant. 

Knowing your customer and 
strong customer-service are two 
features Williams considers to keys 
to the success of his restaurant. His 
menu has a Middle Eastern flair--no 
potk or pork products, bar-be-cue 
fish, Arabian. rice, bean pies, green 
bean from scratch, potato salad 
made fresh, muffins and soup. The 
menu is designed to meet the nutri- 
tional needs of his Customers as 
well as allow him to make a profit. 

Williams expects to turn a profit 
by the end of this year. He also 
expects to add a delivery service so 
that he can reach customers that 
might not be comfortable coming 
into the area in which his restaurant 
is located. With any luck, Williams’ 
BlueStar will turn to gold.

Faulkner: Future of Black males 
threatened by police harassment

The unpleasant fact, which few 
people want to accept; is that Black

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males are the chosen, the 
selected, targets of police brutality 
and harassment. Black males, in 
every city in this country, in which 
Blacks are a significant part of the 
population, have experienced the 
iMsult, fear, abuse and degradation 
of police officers who virtually make 
it clear to the victim that he is being 
targeted. 

Police frequently justify their be- 
havior by saying, “Of course we 
target Black males. After all, they 
are the ones who commit the most 
crimes." They make this 
rationalization in spite of the fact 
that the statistics Which they use to 
prove ‘their case, and justify their 
behavior, were created by them 
through their own false arrests and 
harassment. 

In the past six months, "60 
Minutes," “Front Line," and "20/20," 
well-known television programs, 
have videotaped policemen ignor- 
ing and__ driving past white law 
breakers in order to harass in- 
nocent Black males. 

In some respects, harassment is 
equal to brutality in its.effect be- 
cause the intention of the police 
officer is to intimidate the Black 
male. The officer wants to provoke 
an innocent Black male into saying 
something to the harassing police 
officer that could be grounds for 
arresting the Black male. 

The result is that an innocent 
victim suddenly has a police record, 
whieh-virtually ruins his life. This is 
the effect, if not the objective, of 
police harassment 

Here are some important points: 

Police brutality and harassment 
of Black males, which were not ad- 
dressed by either presidential can- 
didate during the most recent 
election, have the indirect, un- 
spoken support of politicians and 
the populace across the country. 
Most politicians keep their mouths 
shut tightly when instances of 
police brutality occur in their cities 

Ten. years ago, it was 
fashionable to speak of the Black 
males between ages 19 and 27 
who had had brushes with the law. 
Just 20 percent of this population 
had been victimized. The age range 
has broadened significantly and

police are now harassing wal 
males from. ages 16 to 40 and} 
beyond. Age does not now matter,” 
if one is a Black male. 

40 percent of Black males in this 
age category now have police 
records. It is not known how man 
Black males have been harassed 
(picked up for investigation 
suspicion, held overnight and 
released from jail the next day) 
This figure could be in the millions: 
Police harassment has become. so 
arbitrary that every’ Black: male, 
regardless of his age, is in danger. 

Some of the major dangers of 
police harassment are the humilia> 
tion of being stopped by a police 
officer (especially if one is in the 
company of a friend), the fear of 
being locked up (even if only over- 
night), the degradation of being 
treated like a sub-human, but being 
afraid to stand up for one's rights, 
and having one's life permanently 
ruined by a police record. 

Essentially, Black males who get 
police records will be unable to ob- 
tain decent, if any, employment 
and will be forced to actually violate 
the law in order to survive the ef- 
fects of their illegal arrest. 

Blacks have for years sym- 
pathized with the horrible plight of 
Black South Africans. Now, South 
Africa is becoming more like 
America, and America is becoming 
more like South Africa. They are 
both oppressive for Black males, 
but South Africa might someday 
have a viable environment for Black 
males. 

If you feel that your rights have 
been violated and that you have 
been harassed, report it to your 
attorney as soon as possible. 

Like it or not, if you are a Black 
male, you risk arrest every time that 
you step out of your front door, 
whether you have committed a 
crimé or not. If you are targeted for 
arrest, police are likely to attempt to 
provoke you into an argument so 
that they can arrest you on the flim- 
sy charge of suspicion. If you ques- 
tion this, they can charge you with 
disorderly conduct. If you question 
this, they can arrest you for resist- 
ing arrest

This fluid further 
assists the reproductive process by 
providing support and nourishment 
for the sperm and helps reduce the 
amount of acid in the vaginal canal

Most men with prostate cancer 
do not realize it’ because it is a 
“silent killer," Hicks explained. The 
most common symptom includes 
changes in urination habits. Men 


with a prostate ailment may have 
blood in the urine or they urinate 
more often, especially at-night, A 
diseased prostate reduces the size 
of the urethra. This’ reduction 
causes a weak, interrupted flow of 
urine and creates the feeling that 
the bladder has not emptied com:

In physics, {t iS said that the collision of an irresistible force and an 
immovable object unleashes tremendous destructive power. In politics, it 
often seems that the same rule is in place. Right now, Ohio's highest court 
is engulfed in a struggle of such epic consequences, and it is currently 


unclear how it will be resolved 


The controversy surrounding Ohio Supreme Court Justice Craig Wright 
-- controversy unleashed by the February revelation of tapes in which 
Wright had admittedly used racial slurs -- continued to boil as a civil rights 
coalition planned to convene thousands of protesters at the Supreme 
Court headquarters in an attempt to force Wright from his job. 

The Black Elected Democrats of Ohio (BEDO), the Ohio NAACP, the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), and other groups 
announced at a March 16 press conterence that they are expecting a total 
of 3000 persons to:come out in oppasition to the longtime Republican
